At the end_of the letter he 
remembered somethihg™ and said “it 
tannot be due-to irritation from lice, 
for I washed-the sows well with ker- 
esene—before they -aborted.’- A ttle 
learning is a dangerous thing. It isa 
fact’ that kerosene ,will kill lice ef- 
fectively, but it;is as’much a fact 
that it will almost surely make sows 
‘abort. This does not hold’ good as 
regards_the. tar-product sheep. dips, 
which“are advertised for the purpose
